EDITORIAL NOTES 


Greenwood's § 545 reprint edition offers nly o 2-page introduction which is copyrighted. 
Rather than offering only on as short one to Tucker and his ideas, which could not do 
him justice anyhow, I offer none. 

Anyhow, it would be hoard for me to believe thot there ore many onorchists or libertorians 
or classical liberals who hove not heord of Tucker yet. But how many of those to whom 

he is a name and on image hove fully read his main publication "Liberty" - ond not only 
the two selections in bookform that appeared and a few of the numerous references to 

him that oppeared in pro-freedom writings? 

Seeing that I got possession of the full set - on loan from my father who had bought it 
second-hand for $ 1,000 - only recently, I have not yet read it myself even, except in 
ports! In Australia ond accessible to the public there may be only one other set, one 

of the Greenwood reprints in Mocquorie University, Sydney! Thus it is no wonder thot not 
many people are os yet fomilior with his main work. When “Liberty” oppeored, it is soid 
to have hod never more thon 600 subscribers. How many of these copies ore still in 
existence? How many were reprinted? How many freedom lovers could have been reached in 
this woy? The Greenwood reprint, in a beautifully bound librory edition, costs $545. 

By oll reons, if you can offord it, buy it. At this price it wos certainly pricing itself 
out of my reach and that of most other freedom lovers for a long time. There ore cheoper 
issues available on roll film : from Greenwood for $ 150 and from University Microfilms 
for $43 (base price). But they do also require ao more expensive reading machine. Thus an 
attempt is mode here to put Tucker's "Liberty" within the reach of every freedom lover 

in the Western World, at ao rock-bottom price ( until COM-fiche issues become available ) 
of only $ 15 for the set. 

At the same time, os cheop an issue of so fanous ao work is also designed to help me to 
drow more libertarions into microfiche reading ond publishing - and oll the libertarion 
opportunities this medium offers. ( Some of which were listed in my booklet "Gone Fiching 
for Liberty" and in subsequent leoflets. Both ore still available for $ 1.) 

With this microfiche edition and considering the monetary depreciation thot has taken 
place, the originol purchose price for "Liberty" ca. 20 dollars for all issues, gold 
dollars, mind you, is also beaten by far. 

Seeing the smoll print and the size of “Liberty” Nos. 1-390, you may hove here on 

film the equivalent to about 12,000 to 15,000 book pages, i.e. up to 1,000 pages for 

o dollor, postoge included. Try to beat such on offer in other ways! 

Need I remind you thot with the savings against the Greenwood reprint edition : $530, 

you could easily buy yourself not only one but two good reading machines, or up to 

holf o dozen, second-hand? Moreover, that with such a machine you will have access to 
numerous freedom books and magazines offered by me and others now - ond in the future, 
ond will be well on the way to becoming o microfiche publisher yourself - of your favourite 
freedom moterial? 

While Tucker's original printed issues aoppeored in very limited numbers, up to 50,000 
duplicates could be mode from my film master set - and already the first "run" of 
duplicates, to have some stock on hand, moy with its mere 100 copies amount to 1/éth. 

of Tucker's highest number of subscribers! More can be ordered quickly at any time, 

upon demand. That is the beauty of this medium. That is the main point which keeps copitol 
investment for the publisher at ao minimum. Furthermore, one such "print-run" fits into 

3 small plastic coolers which between them would hold o mere 18 cokes! Cost for this 
“equipment” from Woolworth, is $ 3! 

Thus price- and size-wise ao vast new market exists for Tucker's thoughts. In o small 
wallet they con be taken anywhere and occessed - for a few porographs - through ao pocket- 
sized hand-held reoder! 

I am a Tucker fan - but I also disagree with him on many points. But even where he is 

or moy be wrong, according to my point of view, he states his ideas so well thot they 
have to be deolt with much more seriously and thoroughly than wos the case so far ( to my 
limited knowledge ). In this the coming-up index to “Liberty” will be oa great help. 

Wendy Grosscup, 4332 N Van Ness, L.A., Cal., 90004, hos compiled it. An abridged version 
of about 200-300 pages is to come out as a book, and wos being typed in August 80. She 
gave me some hope that her complete index compilation might also be available for ao micro- 
fiche issue, either through me or Greenwood or another microfiche publisher. 

The next-best thing I could do in the time available to me wos to type out a contents 
listing on 77 poges. 


Yes, I do want your ossistence in spreading this cheap issue. Buy several copies for 

your friends. Buy at least 10 copies and you get them for $10 each vio ordinary mail. 
If you want them by air I would have to add postoge approximately $ 2 for one set and 
$14 for 10 sets, at present. 


If any one of you hos any comments to Tucker's writings and to those of his circle, 

I would like to odd them to this issue if I do not get into any copyrights hassles. 

Send them in to me or, better still, start putting them on film yourself and let me know 
that they ore available through you. 

There ore still thousands of unsettled questions between us and the time for solving them 


and taking the necessary steps becomes shorter and shorter - or so I believe. 
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I am wondering how much more would have been written and published by Tucker if this 
microfiche medium hod been os readily available to him as it is to us now? Would he 

have been as slow in taking it up as most libertorians still are? Would he have made 
some brilliantly worded excuses? Or would he have developed ao comprehensive freedom 

library and information centre? 


How much did Tucker still write, in drafts and notes and letters ofter fire - and lack 
of further sponsorship - destroyed his publication, and bookshop enterprise? (1908) 
Only a few hints are readily available to me : 

Ralph Myles's issue of "State Socialism and Anarchism - and other essays", brings a 
1911 postscript by Tucker. 

William O. Reichert, in Portisans of Freedom, p. 167, mentioned that he retired to 
Monaco in 1908 "where he frittered away his time collecting materials for a book which 
never got written." - Where are these notes? Who has them? If they con be traced, who 
is willing to edit them for a microfiche edition? 

In spite of his later pronounced pessimism regarding the power of trusts and the inf luen- 
ce of technology, the growth of nationalism and collectivism, I cannot believe thot 

he completely shut off his mind and pen. Reichert, e.g. shortly quotes correspondence 
with Clarence Lee Swortz in July 1930. He was born in 1854 and died in 1939. Can you 
believe thot he was practically silent from 1906 for 31 years? 


How mony unsuspected riches can be still found so far unpublished even in the homes 

of established writers wos driven home to me recently when visiting the home of Professor 
Heinriche Rittershousen in Koeln. What may be his best writings hod either not been 
published yet or were left uncompleted due to advanced age ond illness - and so for 

he had not found o literary heir who could afford the time and money to get these materi- 
als published in the conventionol way. You will find many of these treasures in future 
Peace Plans issues. Presently, in photocopy form, they ore entrusted to the tender 
mercies of the States’ postal services between Germany and Australia. 

Stephen Peorl Andrews not yet fully published. Proudhon not yet fully translated. 

Most freedom books out of print or available only in small edition and expensively and 
only for ao rather short time and then again out of print again for many years, most 
likely. Can we afford to go on wasting this our greatest capital in this way any longer? 
Can we hope to get sufficient recognition for freedom ideos to realize them at least for 
those who do fully appreciate them, when we do not even make use of all of them? The 
means to do so are at hand : micrographics ond electronic dota storage ond retrieval 

and transmission. 

The enemies of freedom use all modern means of communication. Why don't we, even when 
they ore within our means? Whot excuse have you to offer? Is it a sufficient one, if 

you look at it from every angle? 

Whot an individual can do in this respect you con see from my literoture lists, which 
will keep growing ropidly, with and even without your help. 

Be it also noted here that contrary to the defenders of "absolute property rights in 

the written and spoken word and even in ideas", i would welcome the reproduction of any 
of my ow writings ( ond of those in my series not already under copyrights restrictions 
by any mechanical, chemicol, optical and electronic and yet to be invented means, 
likewise their storage and retrieval and communication by any meons. Far be it from me 

to obstruct the spread of the “truths” in my collection in any woy. 

I also wish that mony other freedom writers would seriously ponder opening their writings 
to modern technology in o similar woy. Otherwise it moy happen that some of their writing 
will be ignored by the coming up dato borks for freedom information, will be largely 
forgotten and then only rediscovered by some historians interested in the history of 
ideos. Books ore all too often lasting burial ploces for ideas. Libertorians should by 
now know thot better than most. 


Is anyone game to compile abstrocts for all contributions in Liberty or those dealing 
with porticulor themes? I would love to put them onto microfiche.

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Nearly 40 years ago panarchy advocate John Zube put every of copy of 
Benjamin R. Tucker's Liberty journal on microfiche as part of his Peace 
Plans project, and made them available for very little money. You can 
find out more about his project at LIBERTARIANMICROFICHE.COM. 

In preperation of the microfiche he created a Table of Contents for 
each issue to assist with readers of his Peace Plans, something I’m not 
aware of existing elsewhere. Unfortunately, his amazingly interesting and 
useful work has only been seen by a small number of people who bought 
his microfiched collected edition of Liberty. 

For personal reference, I scanned and prepared this print edition, 
but am printing a small run of ten total, to make available to others who 
may be interested. 

It is flawed. Some of the text is marred, but he majority of it is legible 
and the issue numbers listed allows you to quickly access the informa- 
tion you want. 

At some point UNIon OF Ecoists would like to transcribe this and 
make it available online and in print in a better presentation, but person- 
al need moved me to produce a “good enough for now” version. 

I have preserved Zube's two page “Editorial Notes” he included at the 
end of his contents, written in December of 1980.
